He had cou nted on 
the withholding prov ision, as the 
big g est rev enu e sou rce in the bill, 
to pay for benefits promised to 
bu siness.

F. By rd. D-Va., who has v ig orou sly 
opposed the withholding plan, and 
for many thou sands of sav ers and 
inv estors who swamped senators 
with mail in opposition to it.

Grandes said he will continu e to aet 
as g eneral commander of the hig h 
i staff.

Asso ciated Press News Analy st 
WASHINGTON (ZP)—No ne o f the luster has been rub­ 
bed o ff the memo ry o f Sam Ray burn by his successo r as 
speaker o f the Ho use, the lanky J o hn W. McCo rmack o f 
Massachusetts. 
The 7 0-y ear-o id New Eng lander Is 
a pale fig ure co mpared with Ray - 
lum, a Tex an who , when he died last 
y ear at 7 9 , had beco me the patriarch 
o f the Ho use Demo crats. 
Ray burn became speaker in 1940. 
Between then and the time he died 
McCo rmack had been his rig ht-hand 
man as majo rity leader o r Demo ­ 
cratic whip. 
Ray burn went ho me sick in 1961 
beto ns the Demo cratic-run Ho use had 
finished its wo rk fo r the y ear, leav ­ 
ing McCo rmack in charg e. When the 
lesso n was o v er McCo rmack spo ke 
pro udly o f its reco rd.

He can’t do the same so far this 
y ear, altho ug h he has been to p man 
fro m the beg inning and Demo crats 
heav ily o utnumber Republicans.

40 y ears o f her life, the married 
g raduate abo ut 25 y ears. 
Th e director of th e Woman’s Bu­ 
reau of th e U.S. Department of Labor 
advises y oung women th at 9 out of 
every IO are going to work for a 
livelih ood. 
In October, Barnard College, th e 
woman’s division of Columbia Uni­ 
versity , will join with seven oth er 
women’s colleges in establish ing a 
scries of vocational worksh ops wh ose 
purpose is to h elp college-trained 
women to re-enter th e labor market. 
Despite th e trend, a majority of 
undergraduate women at Mich igan 
State University recently subscribed 
to th e belief th at “th e woman’s place 
is in th e h ome.” And most y oung 
women of my acquaintance appear to 
h ave little ambition bey ond obtaining 
th e little gold band th at encircles th e 
th ird finger of th e left h and. 
Wh at th ese th ough tless y oungsters 
seem not to understand is th e pligh t 
th ey will face wh en th ey are forced 
Into th e labor market by economic 
necessity or by sh eer l>oredom In 
later y ears wh en th eir ch ildren are 
sufficiently mature to leave th e nest 
and th eir h usbands h ave outgrown 
th em as th e result of th e wage earn­ 
er's continuing ex periences and con­ 
tacts in th e world th at lies outside th e 
h ome. 
In my ex perience, the o rig in o f 
mo st neuro tic co mplaints o f middle 
and later life, to o , o ften blamed

There was a b ar in every pro park 
those days which didn’t fit Stagg’s 
principles of living. 


He also felt he shou ld teach others 
rather than ex ploit his own athletic 
talents. 
Throu ghou t the years Stagg cham­ 
pioned amateu r sport, 
terming it 
“one of the opportu nities which come 
to a you ng man, and to me it was a 
special opportu nity.” 
Stagg and his b eloved wife, Stella, 
have three 
children, 
a 
dau ghter, 
Ru th, and two sons, Amos Alonzo, 
Jr., and Pau l, b oth of whom coached 
footb all. Since leaving the University 
of Chicago in 1933 after coaching 41 
years and reaching the mandatory 
retirement age of 70. Stagg and his 
wife have lived in a modest cottage 
in Stockton. 
Stagg never drank, smoked 
or 
swore. On occasion, he might call an 
erring player a jackass, dou b le jack­ 
ass or even triple jackass if the of­ 
fense were seriou s enou gh. 
University 
of 
Chicago 
players 
formed a “jackass clu b ,” and even 
the coach’s son, Pau l, a qu arterb ack 


for the Maroons from 1929-31, was 
a memb er. 
“ He called me a dou b le jackass 
once,” recalls Pau l, now Dr. Stagg 
and head of the athletic and physi­ 
cal edu cation department at Univer­ 
sity of the Pacific here. His father 
came to this school, then known as 
College of the Pacific, in 1933 after 
Chicago thou ght him too old. 
In 1938, he took the Pacific team 
to Chicago and whipped the Ma­ 
roons 32-0.
